NOR THE UNDP HAS REQUESTED FURTHER ACTION BY THE EMBASSY. 

3. THE UNDP NOTE REFERS TO A SIMILAR EARLIER INCIDENT WHICH 
INVOLVED ANOTHER AMERICAN CITIZEN, A MR. BAUMANN, AND HIS WIFE, 
ON AUGUST 30, 1977. EMBASSY WAS NOT INFORMED OF EARLIER 
BAUMANN INCIDENT UNTIL TODAY, AND HAS NO FURTHER DETAILS ON 
THAT CASE. 
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
